The matter of conditions 


and ee Sixty-one Pottawatomies, Win- 
mebagoes, and Sioux reached the city yester- 
oo and at once went into camp just east of 

the Chinese Theater on Midway Plaisance. 
The party is in charge of Thomas J. Raddy, 
ain Indian trader, who has spent thirty years 
among the natives on their Wisconsin reserva- 
tions. For years the Pottawatemies and Win- 
thebaygoes.were at wat, and it is due chiefly to 
Mr. Reddy that they now live together in 
peace: He enjoys their complete confidence, 
and they treat him with a strange mixture of 
familiarity and respect. 

John Young, head chief of the Pottawato- 
mies, who now number about 2.000 souls, is 
in the camp, and his wife and son, “ Young 
William,” are with him. Chief Young is 
about 55 years old, but is still stalwart and 
vigorous. He isa proud old beggar and was 
yesterday decked out in raiment that made 
the rest of Midway look somber by compar- 
ison, His blanket was scarlet, leggings blue, 
embroidered with yellow and white beads, 
and his face was striped with vermilion, 
black, and gold. From his fur cap horns 
projected, and long strings of feathers hung 
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CHIEF JOHN YOUNG. AND SON WILLIAM, 


down his back. Young claims to be the lineal 
descendant of old Sagwash, the Pottawatomie 
chief, who eighty years ago lorded it over the 
tribes whose head village was on the present 
site of Chicago. 

Another historic character in the camp is 
“Young Blackhawk,” chief of the Winne- 
bagoes. who claims to be third im descent 
frém the great Blackhawk, who led the In- 
dians in their early warfare with the whites. 
He has two wives anda number of children 
with him. 

The tents of the Indians are scattered about 
the circumference of the inclosure, and in 
each men and women will be shown at work 
at various native industries. In one tent 
Wah-Ka-Cee-Gah, the chief arrowmaker, pre- 
sides over half a dozen men who are whittling 
and coloring the hickory missiles. In another 
patient women are stringing beads and sew- 
ing deer skin into moccasins dnd leggings.

The blye oars seemed 
almost stagnant as the Harvard blades struck 
the water and the crimson prow glided ahead 
by a beautiful spurt. Yale’s slow stroke 
hardly changed. Two hundred and fifty yards 
from the t mile the crews.were pulling 
side by side and volley upon volley of yells 
from land and shore drowned the voices of 
the coxswains in their exhortations y stand 
steady and to keep up the stroke. Just as 
Harvard struck what seemed to be 

lead the eights circled

start from the thousands of spectators on the 

observation train. When the situation was 

rasped the Harvard contingent went frantic. 

Cran colors were rampant and the strug- 

gling oarsmen just below the shore were roused 

to their sturdiest efforts by the thundering 

yells which reverberated from the Groton 
shore in resonant echo. 

At the half mile the Harvard boat was mov- 
ing at a terrific, though slightly unsteady 
pace. The lead had been increased to about 
ten yards, though Cummings, No. 7, and 
Johnson. No. 2, were splashing badly. Cum- 
mings was powerful in stroke. is efforts 
were perceptibly the most vigorous of any 
member of the boat, but y work was 
uneven and his finish ragged. . From the half 
mile to the mile honors were even. The shells 
shot past the first mile stake with Harvard’s 
lead good by nearly half a length and her 
stroke strong. Yale’s pace was the traditional 
steady Cook stroke, easy and — but 
seemingly losing at about every dip. 

The wind increased in velocity here, and the 
contest resolved itself into a colossal test of 
endurance. The rugged breeze began to tell 
in the Harvard boat, and the gap between the 
prows lessened. A hundred and tifty 
yards from the ~*~ mile post the 
struggle for na once 4 was fought 
out to a desperate finish. ale moved along, 
closing gradually, and Harvard’s stroke fal- 
tered. The race was settled in the next 100 
yards. Inch by inch the boats evened, and at 
the end of the 100 yards’ spurt the crimson- 
tipped oars wére in the rear. Deafening 
shouts greeted Yale’s great brace, and the 
eight settled down to the grim question of the 
final test. 


Harvard’s Bad Work Increased. 


As the one and a half mile post was passed . 


the Harvard splashi increased. Just be- 
yond this point the Yale“barsmen seemed to 
get their second wind and to push their boat 
more viciously than.ever into the fierce. head- 
wind. The Yale lead. grew and opposite the 
naval station Gallaudet hit ap the stroke to 
clinch the thing toa winning lead. Harvard 
here steadied a trifle andas half the race 
ended both'crews were rowing in the prettiest 
and most uniform manner they exhibited to- 
gether during the contest. The rowing was 
strong, ayer against the terrific 
wind, At the two-mile post Yale's 
stern had reached the Harvard prow 
and the Harvard sympathizers ‘began. to real- 
ize that nothing but an accident, a collapse 
in the Yale boat, or an rm 2g spurt from 
Harvard could save the day for the Cam- 
bridge men. Over the next half mile the 
splashing of both was bad. The waves ran 
high and offered the; crews every inducement 
to hecome * rattled’? and break their stroke 
into fatal disorder. / 

Close by the two aad a half mile post Thomas, 
the Harvard coxswait, exhibited some infe- 
rior work and as a)result the crimson shell 
swung past the flag widely and in dangerous 
proximity to the eel grag. Coxswain Olm- 
stead of Yale hugged every post thus far 
closely and thereby gained at least half a 
length for Yale. 

: e Yale stroke became easier as Olmstead 

saw that the Yale lead had grown into two 
lengths at the two and one-half mile mark, 
while Harvard’s exertions became manifestly 
labored. Yale was catching the water deeper 
than Harvard and splashing much léss. The 
waves were at their highest along by the 
three-mile post. They dashed against the 
shells so fiercely that the out-riggers of both 
were hit at nearly every gust. By the three- 
mile flag the long line of steamers and other 
craft closed behind the boats, and every eye 
saw that the race wasclearly and indisputably 
Yale’s. The blue boat was three lengths ‘in 
the lead and moving beautifully. A clear 
course lay before them. . The harbor master’s 
work was done nobly and not a swell from the 
following steamers reached either shell. Cum- 
mings was domg notably.desperate work in the 
Harvard boat. His efforts were commendable. 
ote p manifestly misdirected. The star- 
board oars, however, were more noticeably 
ragged. The boat went ahead by jerks and ail 
hope for a crimson victory vanished. 


The Crews Finished in Good Shape. 


Inthe Yale boat’ eight tireless oarsmen 
were settling down to an iron finish. 

Gallaudet was;:pale but determined, His 
body work was awkward; t his strokes 
caught the Thames with unerfing uniformity. 
He was the nearest approach to weakening in 
the Yale boat. 

When the command came from Ca Ives 
to make the final. brace Coxswain Olm- 
stead stooped over and dashed water in Gal- 
laudet’s face several times. It had the de- 
siredjeffect and the great stroke settled into 
his firmest forin. | 

The stroke went up three points and sent 
the shell down the homestretch like a 
machine.

Harvard’s Bad Work Increased. 


As the one and a half mile post was passed 
the Harvard splashing increased. Just be- 
yond this point the Yale oarsmen seemed to 
get their second wind and to push their boat 
more viciously than ever ‘into the fierce head- 
wind. The Yale lead grew and opposite the 
naval station Gallaudet hit ap the stroke to 
clinch the thing toa winning lead. Harvard 
here steadied atrifle andas half the race 
ended both crews were rowing in the prettiest.

Coxswain Olm- 
stead of Yale hugged every post thus far 
closely and thereby gained at least half a 
length for Yale. : 

e Yale stroke became easier as Olmstead 
saw that the Yale lead had grown into two 
lengths at the two and one-half mile mark, 
while Harvard’s exertions became manifestly 
labored. Yale was catching the water deeper 
than Harvard and splashing much léss. The 
waves were at their highest along by the 
three-mile post. They dashed against the 
shells so fiercely that the out-riggers of both 
were hit at nearly every gust. By the three- 
mile flag the long line of steamers and other 
craft closed behind the boats, and every eye 
saw that the race wasclearly and indisputably 
Yale’s. The blue boat was three lengths in 
the lead and moving beautifully. A clear 
course lay before them. . The harbcr master’s 
work was done nobly and not a svell from the 
following steamers reached either shell. Cuin- 
mings was doing riotably desperate work in the 
Harvard boat. fis efforts were commendable. 
though manifestly misdirected. The star- 
beard oars. however, were more noticeably 
ragged. The boat went ahead by jerks and all 
hope for a crimson victory vanished. 


The Crews Finished in Good Shape. 


In the Yale boat eight tireless oarsmen

THE CALL FOR AN EXTRA SESSION. 
"The Presidént has. summoned Congress to 
meet in extra session Monday, Aug. 7. The 
prociamation was doubtless precipitated by 
the financial complication that has arisen 
through the action of the Council in India 
with reference to the silver question. It was 
the original intention of the President to call 
'd Se Gadel omden tor Bopseeeed He has either 
yielded to the urgent advice of his friends in 
advancing the date thirty days, or he has come 


not accept the responsibility of prolonging 
the financial crisis until the later date. He 
has now called Congress to meet at practically 
the earliest possible day. It will require four 
or five wees to bring the members together, 

‘as some of them are now out of. ‘the country, 

Probably also he feels that the intervening 
time will be required to mature the necessary 
legislation, so that when it is presented to 
Congress it may be adopted —_— unneces- 
sary delay. : 

The President in his soobiliiantion says 
plumply (and without any special considera- 
| tion for the feelings of the silver fiatists) that 
_ the extra session is necessary “‘ tothe end that | 
the people may be relieved through legisla- 
tion from present and impending danger and 
distress.” He adds, with cruel precision, 
that ‘* the present perilous condition is large- 
ly the result of a financial policy which the 
executive branch of the government 
finds embodied in unwise laws. ” We 
do not know how the President could 
be more explicit than he has been, Certainly 
the responsibility for those laws does not rest 
upon him. He has been outspoken in his op- 
position ta them at all times. He has called 
Congress together now by a proclamation 
which may be considered equivalent to a di- 
rection to repeal forthwith “‘ the unwise laws ”’ 
referred to. It is seldom that an Executive 
has ventured to be so mandatory in his sug- 


ernment. Butthe emergency calls for just 
such plainness of speech. and we are giad that 


The calling of the extra session for the mid- 
dle of the heated term is a public avowal on 
the part of the President that the financial sit- 
uation in the United States is now strained al- 
most to the limits gf endurance. It is not 
often that Congress is called to meet in Wash- 
ington the first week in August. It would not 
be called together now if by any possibility 
the need of its assembling could be postponed. 
The President declares 'that it must take action 
at once and that he cannot assume responsi- 
bility for any further delay. Taz Trisvyz, 
of course, rejoices that he has made this pub- 
lic avowal, and its only regret is that he was 
not quicker about it. This paper five or six 
weeks ago asked for the action which the 
President has just now decided it is necessary 
for him to take. It then protested against 
the proposed postponement of the extra ses- 
sion until September. | If it had been called 
together then, Congress might have been in 
session by this time. If Mr. Cleveland had 
been a little swifter in his apprehension the 
situation might not be so serious as it has 
since become. Possibly he was deterred from 
taking this action by the fear that so extraor- 
dinary an act would be a confession on his 
part that the finances of thecountry had fallen 
really into a perilous conditioi. Unfort- 
unately, the situation was such that pub- 
lic concern could not be allayed by any 
The 
situation was not one that could be 
cured by the indifference even of so great a 
person as the President of the United States. 
All that he could do to help it was to call the 
law-making power to his rescue with the ut- 
most possible dispatch, and we regret that he 
did not perceive the urgent need of its assist- 
ance some five or six weeks sooner than he 
did. 

Neither the President nor Congress is to be 
envied under the circumstances in which they 
find themselves placed within four months of 
It would be un- 
"gracious perhaps to say that if the administra- 
tion had not changed the emergency would 
not have arisen. Still there can be no ques- 
tion that it would not have come so quickly, 
nor would it have been so severely felt had it 
not been for the violent change of the fiscal 
policy of the government which was promised 
in consequence of the Democratic victory of 
last November. We hope the Democratic 
Executive and Congress will be quite equal to 
the demand that is now made upon them for 
wise, courageous, and, above all, for instant 
sction in the direction of relieving the finances 
of the country of ‘the great pressure which is 
resting upon them through the burden of a 
crushing weight of the discredited and half- 
worthless coinage of superfluous silver dol- 
lars, :

BLAND’S CRAZY MOUTHINGS. 

Congressman R. P. Bland has been inter- 
viewed on the subject of silver as affected by 
the change of policy in India. He says that 
‘‘ heroic measures will be required on the part 
of this government for the remonetization of 
silver.”’ The “ heroic measure” he wants is‘ 
free coinage of the metal by the United 
States in order to make a market for the 
world’s production of silver and ‘thus enable 
the miners of thisand other countries to turn 
out vastly more of the metal than is required. 
That is what he has been talking and working 
for during several years. In the same breath 
he says if Congress does not adopt some 
measure looking to a bimetallic standard 
there will be a battle of standards, and that 
the silver men now will demand free coinage. 

This is the worst kind of ** rot.”” Free coin- 
age of silver would not give us bimetallism. 
Gold would never circulate at par with fifty- 
cent silver dollars. Bland does not méan 
bimetallism tordoes he wantit. We have 
that now, and he viciously opposes it. He 


‘monometallism,. He utters a falsehood, 
knowing it to be such, when he says“ the 
laboring classes want free coinage of silver.’ 

Cheap silver money, worth fifty centeon the 
dollar, would wipe out halfthe value of all 
their money in the savings banks and build- 
ing and loan associations, and correspondingly 
cut down the purchasing power of their 
wages, It would crippld and bankrupt their 
employers, and thus cause the laborers to be 
thrown out of work. ._The mere apprehension 
ofa slump to ver standard has done 
more than all things put together to 
cause the recent semi-paralysis ‘in business - 
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1 Bland says-the suspension of silver coinage 


in India is part of a conspiracy to bulldoze 
the Congress of the United States to the adop- 
tion of the single gold standard. Where did 
he obtain the information? England has no 
interest in get us to adopt the single gold 
standard, On the contrary, that country 
would be supremely happy and prosperous at 
our expense if we should follow Bland’s idiotic 
advice and adopt the single silver standard. 
In that case England would obtain our gold 
with little trouble, and send it to India. 
Bland has invented his wild, foolish assertion 
that the banking, institutions of England and 
of our Eastern States have conspired for the 
purpose of procuring a suspension of silver 
coinage in India. He has not a scintilla of 
proof or probability to support it; nothing 
but his own brazen, audacious mendacity. 
India has discontinued the free coinage of sil- 


ver in self defense of its interests, which | 


were suffering by the continuous fall 
in the value of silver. India stopped silver 
coinage for exactly the same reason that 
caused France to discontinue it nineteen 
yearsago. India found that with the free 
coinage of silver it could not in the future 
maintainisilver at parity with gold; that it 
would lose its gold and be forced down to the 
debased silver standard of money, Therefore 
India stopped free coinage. From the same 
motive it was stopped by Italy, Belgium, and 
Greece, and for nineteen years they have not 
coined a five-frane piece of silver. Why does 
not Bland denounce, those countries for stop- 
ping this free silver coinage? Why does he 
not turn the vials of his wrath on them and 
their statesmen, who took time by the fore- 
lock and thus avoided the great loss which 
would have been entailed bia continuing to 
coin silver till now? 

‘There will be no recovery from monetary

LET THE CONSTITUTION ALONE. 

The junior Democratic organ, while grateful 
to the late Legislature for passing two gerry- 
mandered apportionment bills for the benefit of 
the Democratic party, is discontented because 
it failed to passa joint resolution providing for 
a convention to revise the Constitution in the 
interests of Democracy and bad government. 
The responsibility for this failure is laid on 
the Republicans of the House who prevent 
the resolution repejving a two-thirds majority 
in that body.. They do not disavow that re- 
sponsibility. They saw plainly that the un- 
scrupulous, partisan Democracy wanted a 
new Constitution to enable it to make an iron- 
clad, sweeping gerrymander whereby no pop- 


ular majority of the Republicans would avail , 


to recover control in the legislative branch. 
They acted wisely in defeating the scheme, 
which was objectionable also for many other 
reasons. 

Neither the Republican House members nor 
the overwhelming majority of the people of 
Illinois have any faith in the reasons for a re- 
vision of the Constitution presented by the 
junior organ. It says: 

It is admitted by every enlightened man that 
the present Constitution is a serious obstruction 
to State progress; that it prevents the enactment 
of enlightened laws. 

Not “every enlightened ,man?’ admits that, 
nor does any enlightened man who has not a 
sinister purpose or some fad which he wants 
embodied in the organic law. The progress 
of the State since 1870, when the present 
Constitution was | adopted, has been rapid and 
unimpeded, one great cause being that the 
depredations of the vulture class of the com- 
munity were stopped pretty effectually by it. 

Nor is it true that “‘ the present Constitu- 
tion practically inhibits the adoption of whole- 
some amendments’”’ by forbidding the sub- 
mission of more than one atatime. In spite 
of that provision half a dozen wholesome 
amendments have been adopted. The Gen- 
eral Assembly of 1891 submitted a proposi- 
tion that two amendments might be voted on at 
the same time. It failed to get the necessary 
number of votes simply because the same 
Legislature had so worded its Australian bal- 
lot law as to put that amendment out of sight 
at the bottom of the official ballot. Only a few 
noticed it and voted for or against it. That 
faulty feature of the law was*not changed by 
the last General Assembly. As long as it re- 
mains unaltered, any constitutional amend- 
mentor any proposition for a convention 
will fail to get the constitutional number of 
votes. With an altered ballot law there will 
be no trouble about ratifying any amend- 
ment the people want. So the junior organ, 
instead of saying the Constitution cannot be 
amended, should attack its party friends in 
the Legislature who are responsible for leav- 
ing the Australian ballot law unaltered so as to 
make amendment impossible. 

As for the charge that the Constitution is 
‘ironclad’? and *‘inelastic,’’ it means that it 
obstructs the old, infernal system of special 
legislation, irresponsible bond issuing, and 
mortgaging and lodting the taxpayers for the 
benefit of schemers under the pretense of 
making public improvements to be paid for 
at once with borrowed money. These men 
who find fault. with. “ironclad” provisions 
see that the State after a quarter of a century 
of rest from bleeding and fleecing is in good 
condition to be shorn and depleted. Special 
legislation, unlimited taxation, and unrestrict- 
ed mortgaging are the desire of nine-tenths of 
the clamorers for a new organic law. 

The junior organ says further that — 


In order that Chicago might be enabled to issue 
bonds in aid of the World's Faira special session 
of the General Assembly had to be called to pro- 
pose a constitutional amendment, and the vote 
had to be taken throughout the State at a time 
when it was an incumbrance on the franchise at 


the general election.

All the voter had to 
do was to put his ticketin the box. The extra 
line added nothing to his labors, 

The place where the shoe pinches is that the 
Constitution prevents the blanket mortgaging 
of themselves by counties, cities, villages, 
ete., at the instance of smooth, specious ras- 
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struggle for the restoration of the old 
thievish- system, prydent, honest men must 
show equal activity in fighting them. 

It is complained that under the present con- 
stitution mupreme Court Judges have to be 
elected by districts, but it is admitted that the 
Legislature can tearrange those districts to 
make them equal, That power is sufficient. 
Such is the conservatism of the people, es- 
pecially of the rural counties, that they never 
would consent to give up the present mode of 
electing Judges. Anti so long as the districts 
are equal that system of electing Judges is not 
objectionable, or has aot proved so yet. 

The junior organ also reiterates its coni- 
plaints against minority representation, which, 
it alleges, ** violates the fundamental principle 
of republican government” by abolishing 
“the rule of the majority.” Yet it appears 
from the election rewrns that the minority 
members hold one-third of the seats in the 
House, while they received over 40 per cent 
of all the votes cast, ‘So that objection is not 
well taken, What the junior organ really 
wants is that the sixty-odd counties which lie 
south of Bloomington, nine-tenths of which 
are Democratic by majorities varying from 
100 to 1,000, shall send to Springfield an 
almost solid Democratic representation and 
secure to that party a large majority in the 
House, when it is decidedly in the minority so 
far as the popular vote of the State is con- 
cerned, Minority representation adds to the 
difficulties of gerrymandering the Lower 
House. Theold system of the Constitution of 
1848 lent itself more easily to the plana of 
the gerrymanderers. | 

In conclusion the junior organ says that were 
there to be a new constitutibnal convention 
nothing of what is “good and valuable” in 
the present organic law would be stricken 
out. No one will be gulled by such talk. A 
birdin the handis worth two in the bush. 
The old Copperheads and Bourbons cannot be 
trusted to make a new Constitution. The 
people have a good one now which has saved 
them hundreds of. millions since 1870. They 
are satisfied with it and will not allow them- 
selves to be swindled wut of it. 


- THE DECATUR LYNCHING, 

Judge Vail of the Mavon County Circuit Court 
ealled the attention of the grand jury to the 
fact that a mob had broken into the Decatur 
jail, taken out a man charged with having 
committed a crime and hanged him, and told 
the jurors that they should find out who the 
guilty parties were and indict them. They 
did investigate, did find out the names of 
several of the offenders, but finally refused 
flatly to return indictments against them. 
Even had they done so there is no likelihood 
that there would have been any convictions. 

After the refusal of the regular grand jury 
to act, the Judge thought at first that he would 
summon a special one, but after conferring 
with a number of the prominent business-men 
of Decatur, who said it would be inexpedient, 
he changed his mind, but in so stating said; 

I feel that it is an extremely humiliating thing 


to acknowledge that tae law which has been 
openly violated cannot be enforced at present. 


Itis humiliating.- It is disgraceful that 
there should be a case of unpunished lynch 
law in the State of IDinois. But the author- 
ities are helpless on this as on other occasions 
in the past, because’ the controlling public 
sentiment of Macon County is opposed to the 
punishment of men whose offense consisted in 
lynching a black man who ravished a white 
woman. As long as that public sentiment re- 
mains as it is grand juries will not indict, 
petit juries will not convict, and the State is 
helpless. For it cannot get a change of venue, 
while the defendant can, It cannot go into 
another county and there indict and prose- 
cute men whom Maton County juries will not 
punish. Therefore o4 certain occasions un- 
der our system of jurisprudence and govern- 
ment the county cab nullifya law of the 
State, even where the Judge is honestly de- 
sirous that it should be enforced. 

Such a striking illustration as this of the 
impossibility of executing a law when at vari- 
ance with public sentiinent is deserving of the 
thoughtful attention of those compulsory pro- 
hibitionists who believe that a State prohib- 
itory law can be enforced in counties and 
communities where the majority of the voters 
like to take a drink and see no harm in doing 
so. If the public sentiment of the people of 
one intelligent county is so strong that 
indictments cannot be returned for the crime 
of murder it is easy to understand how pub- 
lic sentiment can block indictments for the 
more trivial offense of liquor selling. 

If the majority of the people of Macon 
County did not belieys in total abstinence 
they could not be foreed to execute prohib-

This quotation is 
more than 11 per cent above the lowest price 
of Thursday, which was 62 cents per fine 
ounce, and it may result in a reconsideration 
of the reported resolution to suspend work at 
the mines. For the more important produ- 
cers such a suspension could only be tempo- 
rary. There will be a market for silver in the 
future, and the relation between supply and 
demand will determine the price of silver as it 
does the prices of wheat, corn, hogs, cotton, 
and other products.

It would be better, however, for the 
roads not. to tie their hands, as they have 
done. These compacts, by which a line which 
may wish to give the people the benefit of 
rates customarily given them is unable to do 
so without getting the previous consent of 
some association, are not looked on with favor 
either by the people or by existing laws. It is 
not improbable that the roads will come to 
terms Wednesday. Most of them have on 
hand extra coaches bought in anticipation of 
increased business this summer. They ex- 
pected to force the people to occupy them, 
paying high rates for the privilege. They 
have failed in that. They have not been able 
to make the people believe that the alleged 
reduction of 20 per cent had brought fares 
down tg the customary figure. The roads de- 
liberately have thrown away over a month’s 
business and kept from seeing the Fair many 
persons who could take their vacations only 
in June. They ought not to do any more 
mischief than they have done already. They 
should sell excursion tickets at one fare for 
the round trip and make those tickets good 
for a sufficient number of days to enable vis- 
itors to see the Fair thoroughly. The roads 
will not lose by treating their patrons de.
